Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1939  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1961  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
Minister  has  considered  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  reports  should 
be  abridged  during  tho  period  of  the  war,  and.  while  nothinn  of 
importance  should  be  omitted  ,  the  matters  should  be  dealt  with  as 
briefly  as  possible.  The  report  follows  the  details  set  out  in 
Circulars  .  1961  .and  2067.. 

INFECTIOUS  PI SEISES.  There  has-been  -considerable 
decrease  in"  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified. 
SCIRLET  FEWER  has  been  reduced  from  76  in  1S38  to  53  in  1939,  and 
DLPFTFERI ■  from  112  to  61.  The  tot-1  c-ses  notified  are  154  which 
includes  26  cases  of  Measles,  which  until  the  outbreak  of  the  r,nr 
was  not  notifiable  disease  in  jthis  area. 

BIRT^  RATES  -nd  DEATH  RUTE3.,  -  Both  the  Birth  Rate  and 
Death  R°te  show  a  considerable  decrease,  while  the  figures,. f$n  the 
population  calcul  ad  at  mid-year  1939  shows  an  i  no  re-.se  of  180. 

i TI UC .  None  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year 
shewed  B.  Tuberculosis  present.  The  supply  of  milk  during  1939 
was  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  whole  yeor.
